MADRID, May 22.—(/)—The 
Spanish provisional government took 
what is generally regarded as the 
first important step in its avewed 
program to separate the church and 
the state when the cabinet tonight 
decreed absolute religious freedom of 
worship for all creeds in’ Spain. 

Altheugh the measure does not yet 
actually mean separatidn, since there 
is a signed concordat between Ma- 
drid and Vatican City which must be 
terminated by mutual agreement, the 
tlecree provides that the government 
no longer professes the Catholic re- 
ligion as official. This is regarded 
as highly significant. 

Under the new measure, which was 
submitted by Minister of Justice De 
Los: Rios, who has charge of the re- 
ligious question, all religious creeds 
are now equal in the official eye. 

Under the monarchy the Catholic 
religion was official and the only one 
permitted to practise its beliefs pub- 
licly. Formerly all creeds could wor- 
ship. but had to do so within their 
own temples and not publicly. 

The new law says all creeds are 
equal before the republican govern- 
ment and they can worship in any 
way they see fit, provided they do not 
disturb public order.

\Farrell Warns Steel Trade | 
Wages Must Be Kept Up 


Companies Are Not 
Playing Fair With La- 
bor in Cutting Pay. 


NEW YORK, May 22.—(4)—James 
A. Farrell, president of the. United 
States Steel Corporation, today ac- 
cused the big standard companies of 
his industry—‘“the companies in. the 
headlines,” he called them—of failing 
to maintain wage scales. 

Mr. Farrell made his accusation at 
the semi-annual meeting of the Iron 
and Steel Institute, attended by the 
principal executives of the industry In 
this country. 


He declared some companies are, 
giving their products away. Uniess | 
prices are raised and wages are stab- | 
ilized, he said, the steel companies 
should shut down rather than waste 
their raw materials. 

Mr. Farrell's address came directly 
after a talk by Charles M. Schwab, 
chairman of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration and president of the insti- 
tute, who said wages have been main- 
tained in the industry, although de- 
creased production has put workers on 
a part-time basis. 

Mr. Farrell told his hearers he 
would not embarrass them by naming 
the companies he had in mind whea 
he made his charge of wage-cutting. 
After his address yt told the Associ- 
ated Press he was not referring to 
Bethlehem. Mr. Schwab made this 
statement:

""'Solly’ Joel. Fanious Financier 
And Turfman, Dead in Eioleandl 


NEWMARKET, Engand, May 22. 
(P)—"“Solly” Joel, who died today 
at the age of 65, was one of the most 
romantic and colorful figures in the 
history of the British turf and 


finance. 

He was born Solomon Barneto Joel, 
but to half the population of Great 
Britain he was known as “Solly”—the 
diamond millidnaire whose wealth and 
lavish expenditures dazzled London 
and international society at the be- 
ginning of the century. 

His fame as a race horse owner 
and sportsman equalled that of his 
financial name. 

Many of his contemporaries in the 
South African diamond mining indus- 
try gathered great wealth, but Joel’s 
fortune once was estimated as high 
as 20,000,000 pounds sterling. There 
are few men in the British empire 
whe amassed such a fortune. 
| He ‘started life as the child of a 
| poor family in the London slums, 

As one of the most prominent race 


horse owners In the country, his sal- 
mon pink apd green silks were seen 
in almost every race of importance 
over a period of many years. 


His country house at Reading was 
a gathering place for politicians, stage 
stars, jockeys and leading figures in 
the commercial world. He held a 
commission as lieutenant colonel and 
was a nephew of the late B. J. Bar- 
neto. His principal business interest 
was in the diamond industry, but he 
also had important holdings in public 
reg in both England and South 

rica. 


Joel’s career dates back to the 
Seuth African diamond rush of the 
1880s when he went with his Uncle 
“Barney” to the diamond fields. 
Through spectacular struggle with 
Cecil Rhodes for supremacy in the in- 
dustry, he emerged as the world’s un- 
| disputed diamond king when the two

1 want your life to be one of joy and peace. I want you to face 
it without fear or misgivings. And because I want so much for you, 
1 am myself filled with dread when I read the ever-increasing volume * 
of agnostic literature and wonder how it will 
affect you. 


Such men as Mencken and Darrow will 
trick you unless you are wary, for they are 
witty and plausible and their fame is great 
among their kind. If you read the works of 
such men, you must weigh each sentence 
carefully before accepting it as truth. 


For example, there is Darrow’s statement 
that he does not deny the existence of a God 
but merely wonders why the truth is hidden 
from him and revealed to illiterate peasants, 
and Mencken’s scornful rejection of the idea 
ROBERT QUILLEN that ignorant yokels should know more about 
| God than is known to the greatest of scientists. 

That kind of mo¢kery impresses the unthinking. 
illogical and unfair it is. 

The ignorant native knows more about the interior of Siam than 
either Mencken or Darrow, for neither of these learned men has been 
there. 

ls it surprising that a devout illiterate should know more aboyt God 
than a learned man of science who never has attempted to know Him? 

The real scientist accepts nothing as truth until it is demonstrated, 
for science is the study of facts. Yet Mencken and Darrow, who 
have faith only in science, reject prayer and the power of faith with- 
out any effort to demonstrate either. 

They say the Christian’s beliefs are contrary to nature; but what 
do they know of nature, when the wisest of scientists still are trying 
to discover the causes of weather and the nature of the atom. 

Don’t let their criticism fool you, my dear. 

With your own eyes you can see all about you the evidence of an 
all-pervading Power and Intelligence, 

You know the earth was created, for it is here. You know the 
Power that made the laws to govern it still is in power, for the laws 
function still.

On the eve of the execution, set 
for October 10, 1930, Adams’ attor- 
neys obtained a writ of habeas cor- 
pus from Judge A. B. Park, of th 
Ocmulgee circuit, on the ground that 
the electrocution law was unconstitu- 
tional. They claimed that executions 
in Georgia must be carried out by a 
county officer, and the electrocution 
law provides that the warden of the 
state prison, a state officer, shall be 
the executioner. 

The state supreme court on appeal 
denied the writ of habeas corpus. The 
United States supreme court, to which 
the case was carried, also upheld the 
constitutionality of the law, and the 
fourth sentence followed. Governor 
Hardman in denying stay of execution 
reques‘ed to allow time for a test of 
Adams’ sanity, said he had received 
no letter from Adams naming another 
man as the slayer. A woman friend 
of the condemned man was quoted by 
Macon wewspapermen as saying’ such 
a letter had been sent to her and 
to the governor.

FOR NIGHT AT MACON 


Begins Moving To Market 
| 


Magnificent Fruit Ma- 
turing as First Car Is 
Loaded at Reynolds. 


REYNOLDS, Ga., May 22.—()— | 
Everything was peaches in this mid- | 
dle Georgia fruit belt city today as. 


the first carload of the 1931 Georgia 
peach crop was being loaded for mar- 
ket. 

The loading of the car, destination 
of which has not yet been announced, 
signalized the beginning 4f the move- 
ment of a crop that even in the lean 
year of 1929 had an estimated farm 
value of $3,512,000. 

This year's crop has been estimated 
variously at from 13.509 to 14,100 
carloads. In 1929 only 5,208 cars 
were shipped. The 15,500-car esti- 
mate was announced recently by W. 
0. Bewley, general manager of the 
Georgia Peach Growers’ Exchange. 
The other estimate is based on reports 
ef prospects May 1, by the United 
States crop reporting service, in Cco- 
eperation with the State College of 
Agriculture. The 1951 estimate of 
roughly 13,000 to 14,000 cars com 
pares with carlot shipments of 8,652 
in 1930, 5.298 in 1929, 15,928 in 
1928, 11,882 in 1927, 17,963 in 1926, 
$.513 in 1925 and 13,611 in 1924. 

The peaches being loaded here are 
of the Mayflower variety, the first to 
be shipped in commercial quantities 
in Georgia each year. Offices of the 
(‘entral of Georgia railroad, on which 
the car is being shipped, said its des- 
tination had not been decided upon by 
the shippers. Loading is to he com- 
pleted tomorrow when, it is assumed, 
the car will move. 

Reports from Macon today 
representatives of peach distributors, 
and dealers in baskets and crates al- 
ready were arriving there, for the 
marketing of the crop. 

A. D. Joues, director of the bureau 
of markets of the state department of 
agriculture, said in Atlanta today that 
neaches now are the largest at this 
time of the year he has ever seen 
them. “The crop, according to indi- 
cations thus far, is to be of unusual- 
ly high quality, with cleaner, larger 
fruit,’ he said. Jones said the total 
farm value of the crop in 1950, 
when 8,632 cars were shipped, was 
$5,403,000, He estimated the value 
of the 8,632 cars shipped at $0,525,- 
(MO), saying that because of the quali- 
ty of the crop, nearly all of it was 
shipped, 

Jones and Bewley both have esti- 
mated the Mayflower crop at from 
18 to 20 cars. The next variety to 
move, the Uneedas; were estimated 
by Bewley at 290 cars, and by Jones 
at about 3550. They will start mov- 
ing around June 1. ° 

Bewley says no serious overlapping 
in the movement of the various varie- 
ties is anticipated, on account of the 
early blooming of Hiley and Elberta 
varieties south of Macon which will 
vive opportunity for shipping’ the 
bulk of the crop in that region be- 
fore the Elbertas further north in 
middle Georgia get underway. 

A second peach car was placed at 
Byron, Ga., today for loading.

WEEK SENDS COTTON 
TO NEW LOW RECORDS 


NEW YORK, May 22.—(/)—Re- 
ports of good weather ‘over the week- 
end in the south, combined with con- 
tinued weakness in the spot market, 
were reflected by sharp declines in 
cotton futures here during the earlier 
part of the week. 


Prices for all active positions made 
new low records for the season. July 
contracts sold off to 9.04 and Decem- 
ber to 9.63 or about 115 points below 
the best figures reached on the rally 
earlier in the month. Offerings then 
subsided and rallies later in the week 
were promoted by the reappearance of 
showers or rains and lower tempera- 
tures in the belt. Indications that the 
stock market was showing a little 
more resistance to decline may have 
helped cotton, but the rallies met some 
further liquidation.“ and fluctuations 
toward the end of the week+ were 
rather irregular.

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United States “Aileep at 
Switch,” Declares Col- 
onel H. L. Cooper.

ST. LOUIS, May 22.—(@— 
Colonel Hugh L. Cooper, builder of 
the Keokuk and Muscle Shoals dams 
and chief engineer of the Dnieper 
river hydro-electric works in Russia, 
today told the central Mississippi 
valley foreign trade conference that 
the United States was overlooking a 
“reat trade opportunity” with soviet 
Russia. 

Colonel Hooper delivered an ad- 
dress which he said was scheduled 
May 5 before the International Cham- 
ber of Commerce in W ashington, but 
which he said was “sidetracked” at 
that time. 

Citing arrangements made by the 
principal countries of Europe for large 
exports of materials to Russia with 


European governments guaranteeing 
part of the value of the orders, Colonel 
Cooper said the United States is 
“asleep at the switch on this great 
trade opportunity.” 

Colonel Cooper said the British ex- 
ports credit guarantee ~ department 
had contracted to guarantee credits 
amounting to about $25,000,000 on ex- 
ports to the Soviet Union. 

German industrialists, he said, have 
concluded an agreement with the so- 
viet government for additional long- 
term credits totaling $75,000,000, 
bringing the 1931 total of Russian ot- 
iders placed in Europe to $200,000,- 
| 000. The German government is guar- 
anteeing 60 per cent of the value of 
the orders. 

Other countries negotiating ex- 
ports to soviet Russia were named by 
Colonel Cooper as follows: Italy, $18,- 
000,009; Poland, $20,000,000; Nor- 
way, 85. 000.000: Austria, $15,000,000. 

American exports to Russia from 
October 1, 1929, to March 31, 1930, 
totaled $60, 000.000, while during the 
corresponding period this year the to- 
tal was $33,000,000. The decrease was 
attributed by Colonel Cooper to “a 
campaign of false rumors concerning 
the failure of the soviets to fulfill 
their obligations, notwithstanding the

-NEW YORK, May 22.—Following 
the statement by James A. Farrell. 
president of the United States Steel 
Corporation, before the American Iron 


& Steel institute that dividends on 
preferred steel stocks would not 
earned if the present practice of giv- 
ing steel to consumers at their own 
prices was continued, the genera 
stock market gave a remarkable dem- 
onstration of steadiness today. 

Mr. Farrell frankly discussed the 
unfavorable conditions prevailing in 
the steel industry and his remarks 
were welcomed by the Street because 
of their frankness, although — they 
were not considered optimistic. 
Charles M. Schwab, of Bethlehem 
Steel, expressed a belief that the in- 
dustrial liquidation is about over. 

The substantial rally which occur- 
red in the stock market on Thursday 
continued during the first hour of 
today’s session, but the higher prices 
induced so much selling that pivotal 
stocks dropped frém 2 to ‘3 points 
below the best figures of the first 
hour. 

Some new lew prices were made 
early, particularly by Allied Chemical 
and Anaconda Copper. The former 
is being subjected to professional bear 
selling, while the latter's heaviness 
was attributed to the reduction in the 
price *of copper metal, 

J. I. @ase attracted attention be- 
eause of its strength, due largely to 
short covering following the announce- 
ment of the declaration of the reg- 
ular dividend, The bear contingent 
which has been active in Case stock 
for many months had been circulating 
reports that the dividend would he 
substantially reduced if not passed, 
so that the regular payment was a 
pleasant surprise to the Street. 
GULF STEEL DIVIDEND. 

The omission of the Gulf States 
Steel preferred dividend due at this 
time came shortly after Mr. Farrell, 
of the Steel Corporation, had made 
his address-to his fellow 'steelmakers. 
The Great Northern ore also omitted 
the extra dividend due at this time, 
so that Mr. Farrell’s remarks were 
given added color. 

The bear contingent also received 
a rebuff when General Electric de- 
clared its regular dividend. Bearish 
propaganda recently had it that this 
dividend. would be reduced to a 
share annually. Some short covering 
followed the declaration of the divi- 
dend, but the stock moved within a 
narrow range trroughout the day, 
RAILROADS STEADY. 

The belief prevails in the Street 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion is in sympathy with the pro- 
posed request for an advance in rates 
by the railroads, and this is respon- 
sible for a substantial amount of in- 
vestment buying which is coming into 
the good railroad shares. 

Transportation shares as a whole 
continued to show steadiness today. 
The fact that they held their impres- 
sive gains of the previous session was 
considered encouraging. New Haven 
was one of the strongest issues in the 
rail department, advancing more than 
2 ints.
